On Kissimmee, Caloosahatchie Basins 


cedencted appropriations Ьу 
both the Federal and State Gov- 
ernments, with $13,750,000 and 
$5,750,000 respectively for the 
61-63 biennium, 

The 58mile stretch from 
Lake Okeechobee to Lake Kissi- 
mmee includes the construction 
of 12 new canals in the Upper 
Kissimmee Basin in Osceola, 
Polk апа Orange Counties. 

The Caloosahatchie basin 
program was started in the past 
year and covers 53 miles from 
Lake Okeechobee to the Gulf. 

‘The total cost of construction 
of the Overall Plan for the 18 
counties is now estimated at 
$331,610,000 by the U. 8, Corps 
of Engineers, with a benefit-to- 
cost ratio of 4-to-one; that is the 
project will return $4 in bene- 
fits for every dollar spent. 

These figures do not include 
the additional income tax paid 
by citizens of the south Florida 
counties because of the-already 
completed works of the Plan— 
demonstrated by a study of the 
income tax records for the. 18 
counties since 1955. 

Half of the 18 counties of 
the District located in South 
Florida have paid each year for 
the past five, additional income 
tax sufficient to pay each year, 
the total amount so far expend- 
ed by the government on the 
presently built and/or building 
works — $79,991,000.

Growing Roses Is 
Interesting Hobby 


Roses have universal appeal. 
Aside from being the prestige 
flower of the home garden, they 
are man’s best friend. 

They'll capture a bride, settle 
a domestic tiff or serve as a per- 
petual anniversary token. Grow- 
ing roses for those and other 
reasons can develop into an in- 
teresting hobby. 

But don’t delay, because rose 
planting season in Florida is 
nearing an епа for the bare- 
rooted store-purchased plants. 

For the procrastinator, con- 
tainer-grown roses can be plant- 
ed later, but will cost a fancy 
price. 

Varieties to plant can be a 
problem. Old-fashioned favor- 
ites have advantages over the 
newcomers. These include such 
roses as Louis Phillippe, Minnie 
Francis, Marie Van Houtte and 
Safrano. Often they thrive 
where the modern ‘hybrids suc- 
cumb to the deep South’s trop- 
ical temperatures, high humid- 
ity and diseases.

Social Security Rate To Be Deducted 


The rate of social security tax 
to be deducted from employees 
salaries by employer will be 
raised from 3 percent to 3 one- 
eighth per cent beginning Jan- 
чагу -, 1962. This rate applies 
to all salaries paid (after that 
date regardless of the period 
covered b ythe payroll. The tax 
оп the employer is also raised 
to 3 oneeighth percent. The 
maximum amount to which this 
tax applies remains at $4800 per 
annum. 

The tax on the selw employ- 
ment income of individuals will 
be raised from 4 one-half per- 
cent to 4.7 percent beginning in 
1962 and unlike the deduction 
b yemployers on employee's 
wages is computed and paid at 
the time of filing the self-em- 
р1оуей'з income tax return.

Tax Act which imposes a tax 
on the employers of four (4) or 
more employers will be raised 
from 3,1 percent in 1961 to 3.5 
percent in 1962. Amounts paid 
into State unemployment funds 
will continue to be allowed as a 
eredit against this tax. 

Although the treasury depart- 
ment will notify employers of 
this rate increase it is quite 
likely that some employers will 
overlook the increase until too 
Jate to avoid confusion.
